WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).—

Egypt, under its own power from 
Malta, Secretary of the Navy Knox 
said at his press conference yester- 
day. 

The Secretary’s disclosure was 
the first mention of the number 
killed on the Illustrious and of its 
crossing of the Mediterranean from 
Malta, where it first had limped to 
refuge. 

German bombers, flying so low 
that their Junkers insignia could 
be read from the Dllustrious’ decks; 
pounced down on the ship in a 
seven-hour torpedo and bomb at- 
tack last Jan. 10. 

Damaged, but still able to travel, 
the Illustrious made port at Malta, 
where the attacks were renewed. 
As a result of the followup attacks, 
the German news agency DNB said 
that a long time would be required 
for repairs. . 

An aircraft carrier, Knox noted, 
was much less heavily armored than 
a battleship, and in addition, he 
said, the Illustrious was lacking the 
protection of its usual cOmplement 
of fighter planes. It was “stocked” 
with bombers, and its relatively few 
fighters were already aloft when 
it was bombed. 

The explosion, Knox told his 
press conference, failed not only to 
affect the vessel’s power, but also 
its navigability.

I had the carrier which 
was just changing its course again 
well in my line of sight, and threw 
my bombs from the nearest pos- 
sible height. 

“In these attacks we dived al- 
most to the level of the mastheads.” 

The pilot said German dive-bomb- 
ers were exceptionally accurate in 
attacking small targets, that his 
present craft had held up three 
years now, and that the terrific 
speeds in diving were “no particu- 
lar strain on me.”

— An 
Italian night attack in the Tepe- 
leni sector of South Central 
Albania, in which tanks were said 
to have led the way for shock 
troops in armored cars, was re- 
ported today by the Greeks to have 
been shattered, putting the Italians 
again on the defensive. 
Dispatches from the front said 
that anti-tank fire destroyed four 
of the armored cars and “many” 
tanks and that the assault troops, 
routed by a Greek bayonet charge, 
threw down hand grenades and 
automatic weapons as they fled. 
The counter-attack was launched 
the moment the column halted for 
the motorized troops to go into ac 
tion. The crews of four armored 
cars were taken prisoners, it was 
said. 

The port of Valona, 30 miles 
northwest of Tepeleni, and once 
one of the busiest links in the Ital- 
ian supply chain to Albania; has 
been so badly battered by repeated 
bombings that the Italians have 
given it up as a base port, the 
Greeks réported. 

The Greeks quoted Italian pris- 
oners as saying the Fascists have 
been forced to unload supplies at 
Krionero, a small town south of 
Valona on the Bay of Valona.

$14.95. 

The 11,478 pensioners in St. Louis 
will receive $251,272 and _ their 
checks average $21.89, an increase 
of 20. per cent over the $18.25 De- 
cember average. In St. Louis Coun- 
ty, which has 2214 recipients, the 
average pension is $19.35, a 17 per 
cent increase over December. 

The January aid to dependent 
children checks total $393,563, or 
$75,397 more than December. There 
are 13,179 families receiving this 
assistance for 30,944 dependent chil- 
dren. The average check is $29.86, 
an increase of 22.7 per cent over 
the December average of $24.14. 

In St. Louis there are 2458 fam- 
ilies, comprising 6069 children, on 
the rolls.

by the 10 lawyers delegated by 
Democratic State Committee Chair- 


man C, Marion Hulen to gather’ the 
information which, Hulen asserts, 


showed fraud in the election of 
Forrest C. Donnell. as. Governor, 
were revealed here today when the 
text of a form letter sent. to mem- 
bers of Democratic county commit- 
tees became public. 


The letter, signed by Charles A. 
Moon of Springfield, one of Hulen’s 
10 attorneys, was dated last Dec. 
21. It was mimeographed on the 
letterhead stationery of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. As was 
told in the Post-Dispatch Jan. 10, 
it asked the party workers to ob- 
tain from election judges and clerks 
the names and ballot numbers of 
persons who voted for Donnell but 
were not qualified to vote for any 
of seven reasons set out in the let- 
ter, and sought other information, 
such as whether Republicans used 
money or whisky to buy votes, and 
whether ballot boxes were locked. 

It is a misdemeanor for any pre- 
cinct official to disclose how any 
person votes. The penalty provid- 
ed by statute is a $100 fine. 

Moon's letter accompanying the 
mimeographed form which out- 
lined the type of information 
sought, bore in red letters on the 
bottom of the page thé slogan: 
“Carry on with Roosevelt, Truman 
and McDaniel!” 

The mimeographed questionnaire 
was on two long sheets of paper, 
with space for comment by the re- 
cipients, and blank spaces for them 
to answer specific inquiries. 

The seven reasons by which a 
person might be disqualified from 
voting, as given in the question- 
naire were: An alien; one not yet 
21 years of age; one who had not 
resided in the State for a year; one 
who had not resided in the county 
or city 60 days; one not a resident 
of the township in which he voted; 
an idiot or inmate of a poorhouse; 
a convicted felon. 

There were also questions about 
whether voting booths were pro- 
vided; if any ballots were’ counted 
when marked with a cross at the 
head of the Democratic ticket and 
the name of Lawrence McDaniel 
scratched but lacking the cross op- 
posite Donnell’s name; and whether 
ballots were properly initialed by 
the precinct election judges. 

The letter included this para- 
graph: “Will you please arrange for 
a meeting of the Democratic 
judges and clerks of the last elec- 
tion in each precinct of your town-;

township as soon as possible, not 
later than Dec. 27, and there ob- 
tain the information requested on 
the form hereto attached? It will 
be necessary that you obtain a 
copy of the poll book of each pre 
cinct with the names dnd ballot 
numbers of the voters at the last 
election in order to obtain an im- 
portant part of such information.” 

Chairman Hulen, at his home in 
Moberly today, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Y tele- 
phone that he could not discuss 
any letter without’ having an op- 
portunity to read it and compare 
it with files in hig office. 

He would not attempt to explain 
the instruction to arrange for a 
meeting of precinct judges and 
clerks and “obtain the information 
requested.” He said there was no 
attempt or intent to learn from 
—* judges and clerks how in- 
dividuals: voted, as this would be 
contrary to their sworn ’ obliga- 
tions; but that other information, 
pertaining to the counting of bal- 
lots, could properly be given. by 
the election offi¢ials.

The ballot number of a per- 
son suspected of being an unquaili- 
fied voter could be procured from 
the poll books, he pointed out. 

The information as to the meth- 
od of counting ballots, rejection of 
ballots and the reasons for such 
rejections, and facilities supplied 
in the way of booths and ballot 
boxes was to be obtained from elec- 
tion officials, he said. 

The replies to the questionnaire 
gave preliminary information which 
was the basis of further investiga- 
tion, Moon said. Moon formerly 
was secretary of the Democratic 
County Committee of Greene Coun-

UNFAIR, WORKERS

Firm of Employes’ Mu- 
tual Benefit Association. 


A charge against the Union 
Electric Co., alleging unfair labor 
practice in domination of the firm’s 
Employes’ Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion, has been filed with the Na- 
tional. Labor Relations Board, it 
was learned today at the office of 
Miss Dorothea de Schweinitz, re- 
gionall NLRB director. 

The charge was filed by the 
East St. Louis local of the Operat- 
ing Engineers’ Union, an AFL atf- 
filiate, but the Post-Dispatch 
learned a full scale effort to or- 
ganize employes of the Union Elec- 
tric, including office workers, is 
being made by AFL unions. 

No formal action has been taken 
by the Labor Board. Miss De 
Schweinitz said she had conferred 
recently with offiicals lof the com- 
pany and of the union, and hoped 
that the matter could be settled 
amicably.

years,” the United States was the 
one nation that could equal or ex- 
cel Germany in aviation but he did 
not believe American ce 
could give Great Britain air su- 
periority over the Nazis. 

He called Germany the “natural 
air power of Europe,” and said it 
was obvious that England could not 
reach Germany’s air strength with- 
out great assistance from the Unit- 
ed States. 


Regardless of assistance, he said 
he did not believe that American 
and British air forces could fight 
from the small area of the British 
Isles on equal terms with a Ger- 
man luftwaffe that ha. “unlimited 
bases” on the continent. 


“We would have a disadvan- 
tageous geographical position from 


which to fight, and an ocean 
cross with aircraft, men, fuel, 
supplies, while our ships would be 
constantly subjected to the bombs 
and torpedoes of our enemy,” he 
said. 

Observing that the “policy of 
depleting our own forces to aid 
England is based upon the assump- 
tion. that England will win this 
war,” he.said he did not believe 
that Great Britain could win, or 
at least not until after years of war 
and an invasion of the continent 
of Europe. 

“If we deplete our forces fur- 
ther, as this bill indicates we may, 
and if England should lose this 
war, then, gentlemen, I think we 
may be in danger of invasion, al- 
though I do not believe that we 
are today. 

“If we ever are invaded in Amer- 
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ica, the responsibility will lie upon 
those who send our arms abroad.” 

“This bill even authorizes the 
transfer of the equipment that our 
air forces now From the 
standpoint of aviation, at least, I 
believe this policy weakens our se- 
curity in America. ... 

“What we are doing in following 
our present policy,” he asserted, “is 
giving up an ideal defensive posi- 
tion in America for a very precari- 
ous offensive position in Europe.” 

Hearing Room Crowded. 

The big, marble-pillared hearing 
room was jammed with spectators. 
The flyer leaned forward over the 
witness table, speaking quietly and 
slowly. 

Committee members were silent 
and attentive. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, asked Col. Lindbergh to ex- 
pand his views on why this coun- 
try could not be successfully at- 
tacked, and the witness replied: 

“Transporting a force large 
enongh for an invasion would be 
so difficult that even with reason- 
able defense forces in this country 
an actual invasion would be impos- 
sible. 

“Aviation strengthens our posi- 
tion, because we could bomb a hos- 
tile fleet with our air force. 

“The Arctic terrain and weather 
make invasion in that (Arctic) ter- 
ritory even more difficult than 
across the ocean. 

“I do not believe they could in- 
vade South America, but if they 
did we could throw out any Euro- 
pean or Asiatic forces in a period 
of time.” 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
a supporter of the British aid bill, 
preceded his questioning by ex- 
pressing regard for Lindbergh’s 
aviation accomplishments and add- 
ing: “I honor you for having opin- 
ions and daring to express them.” 

“I agree with you thoroughly in 
that,” remarked Senator Johnson, 
a leading opponent of the legisla- 
tion. 

“Thank you for agreeing with me 
for once,” Connally replied amid 
titters of spectators.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Senator 
Harry 8. Truman of Missouri took 
the unusual course of appearing 
before the shcurities & Exchange 
Commission today to read into the 


record of a hearing on competitive} 


securities bidding the story: of the 
financin, of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad under banker control. 

Truman made a surprise appear- 
ance, reading from a prepared 
statement which followed closely 
the conclusions of a Senate sub- 
committee that investigated rail- 
road finance. After he had testi- 
fied, Truman said he had decided 
to. appear when he resd in the 
newspapers that Benjamin Butten- 
weiser, head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
had objected to a move to insert 
in the record of the hearings the 
Senate Committee’s report. 

“I think I achieved the same 
objective as though the report had 
been pu‘ into the record,” Truman 
said, smiling, after he had been 
thanked by Chairman Jerome 
Frank of the SEC. , 

Buttenweiser had told the com- 
mission that he had no objection 
to inclusion of testimony taken by 
the Senate Committee investigating 
railroads but objected to the com- 
mittee report because it contained 
“conclusions.” The testimony, much 
of it taken while Truman acted 
as chairman of the Senate inves- 
tigation, was, of course, volumin- 
ous and could obviously not be in- 
cluded in the SEC record. 

Truman had scarcely concluded 
when Harold Stanley, partner in 
the firm of Morgan, Stanley & Co., 
investment house that is closely al- 
lied” with J. P. Morgan & Co., 
popped up from the audience to 
ask permission to question the Mis- 
souri Senator. Frank granted per- 
mission and Stanley asked whether 
or not the Morgan bank had not 
had large outstanding loans with 


the Missouri Pacific at the time!

Corrects Cold 
In discussion with the reporter, 
Worsham corrected one of the ar- 
guments he had used in question- 
ing the effectiveness of the St. 

In a letter pub- 
lished in a newspaper Worsham 
called attention to the absence of 
extremely cold weather this win- 
ter, compared with the long period 
of severe cold last winter, and 
suggested that smoke might have 
been as bad this year as last if the 
weather had been as cold and as 
much coal had been burned.

Four years later Dr. Oliver L. 
Austin, called when the child was 
dying of what appeared to be a 
stomach disorder, diagnosed a rare 
form of appendicitis and performed 
a successful emergency operation. 
Now the youngster has a disease 
affecting her stomach and kidneys 
which has prevented her from de- 
riving nourishment from food. She 
has been in a hospital for 10 weeks 
and is steadily growing weaker. 
Dr. Austin recently isolated the 
germ and McLaughlin is going to 
be inoculated with it in an attempt 
to develop a blood serum to com- 
bat the disease.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP), — 
Overruling a Special Master’s re- 
port, United States District Judge 
John “C. Knox yesterday held 
James. C. Penney, chairman of 


the board of the J. C. Penney Co., 
liable for an estimated $3,500,000 
in claims against the City National 
Bank of Miami, Fla., of which Pen- 
mney was once board chairman. 

The court described Penney as 
“grossly negligent” in his duties 
as chairman. 

A recovery action filed in 1933— 
three years after the bank failed 
—had been held invalid under the 
statute of limitations by the re- 
port of a Special Master I-st April, 
but the covrt held that the sta- 
tute did not apply until after ac- 
tual discovery of negligence. 

The Judge declared .most of the 
directors did not own $1000 of 
th. bank’s stock in their own right 
—as required by national banking 
laws—and that they served as 
“mere dummies.” He ruled Pen- 
mey was responsible for losses be- 
cause he permitted those not quali- 
fied to serve. 

Penney’s counsel announced an 
appeal to the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL KEEPS 
ITS 75TH ANNIVERSARY 


The seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of St. Luke’s Hospital 
was celebrated last night at the 
annual meeting of the St. Luke’s 
Hospital Association held at the 
nurses’ home. Members of the 
Episcopal clergy of the Missouri 
diocese and their wives were guests 
of the association at dinner. Bishop 
William Scarlett presided. 

Cost of free patient work last 
year left the hospital with an op- 
erating deficit of $23,684, the annual 
financial report shows.

the outpatient department 12,484 
visits were reported including 9533 
free visits. Cost of free work at 
the hospital totaled $77,135.

LELAND STOWE BACK IN U. 8. 
FROM EUROPE'S WAR FRONTS 


Greek-American Delegation Hon- 
ors War Correspondent for His 
tches.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6. — After 
nearly one and one-half years on 
the front lines of three European 
wars, Leland Stowe, correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Daily News and 
Post-Dispatch foreign service, 
stepped from the Atlantic Clipper 
at LaGuardia Airport yesterday 
afternoon for his first glimpse of 


family arid homeland since 1939. 

Mrs.. Stowe and the two Stowe 
boys, Bruce, 14 years old, and Alan, 
11, who “played hookey” to meet 
their father, were the first to greet 
him. Then came a spontaneous ova- 


ition: from a large. delegation of 


Greek veterans of the Balkan wars, 
on hand to express the apprecia- 
tion’ of ‘ Greek-Americans* for his 
eye-witness accounts of the Greek- 
Italian war. Two little Greek girls, 
looking like dolls in their native 
evzone costumes, presented Mrs. 
Stowe with a bouquet. 

Among those in the delegation of 
several hundred were the Consul- 
General, Nicholas Lely, a represen- 
tative of the Greek Orthodox 
Archbishop, Athenogoras, and Spy- 
ros Skouras, president of the Greek 
War Relief Association, officers of 
which presented both Mr. and Mrs. 
Stowe with the official pin of their 
organization. 

Stowe described Italy as a corpse, 
held up by Nazi might. He said 
Fascism was to all intents and 
purposes dead in Italy. Only severe 
weather prevented a wholesale 
Greek victory and the expulsion of 
Italians from Albania, he said.

1,000,000 in Home Guard. 


There are 2,000,000 men of the 
regular army and.1,000,000 of the 
Home Guard under arms in the 
United Kingdom. They have gone 
through a thorough revolution in 
command, tactics, equipment and 
morale since June, 1940.

‘“We are in the grip of forces 
quite beyond our control. We must 
drift with the main current of des- 
tiny, wherever it may lead. It is 
impossible, now, to turn back, so 
we have hitched our wagon to the 
brightest star in sight. We must 
follow it through now, even if. it 
leads us to ruin.” 


Devotion to Emperor. \ 


Just about everything in the 
Japanese way of life contributes 
to this primitive philosophy.

LONDON, Feb. 6. 
N old bicycle and a sewing 
,machine proved valuable weap- 
ons in a certain sector of 
North Africa. 

There was a British outpost on 
the frontier of one’ of the Italian 
colonies. It may be far behind the 
lines today, and the sewing ma- 
chine may have had something to 
do with this fact. It was an ordi- 
nary outpost among the scrubs, 
with miles of Italian desert stretch- 
ing before it. The outpost’s only 
contact with the outside world was 
the regular transport plane, which 
brought mail and supplies. 

As the plane never seemed to 
get mixed up in any of these air 
battles the British did not seem to 
think it worthwhile to use any 
modern plane for this service. It 
was probably an old type Valencia 
transport. At any rate, its top 
speed was about 70 miles an hour, 


Fort a Nuisance.

Australia’s 50,000 soliders in the 
war, all volunteers, are, he said, 
“the spearhead of the magnificent 
successes of our army of the Mid- 
dle East.” India, he continued, 
has “sent us millions of rounds of 
small caliber ammunition, a mil- 
lion pairs of boots and 60,000 
soldiers for overseas duty.” The 
Royal Indian navy has convoyed 
British ships through the Indian 
Ocean and the Red’ Sea without 
loss, he added. | 

“It is on America and her indus- 
tries that we depend for the ma- 
terials for a final victory,” he de- 
clared. “Ships and planes are 
needed urgently, and on their quan- 
tity and rapidity of production de- 
pends our final war effort. . Air- 
planes are being exported at the 
rate of $25,000,000 a month and air- 
plane machine tools at $18,000,000 
a month. 

“At the start of the war we were 
on a parity with Germany in steel 
production, but since France’s fall, 
the balance has swung three to one 
in the enemy’s favor. Consequent- 
ly we are importing iron and stee] 
from this country at the rate of 
$500,000,000° a year.” 

Not Starving Germany. 

By the blockade, he said, Eng- 
land hopes not to starve Germany, 
but to deprive her of oil, copper 
and ferrous alloys, vital to her pre- 
cision industries. Germany cannot 
be starved out, nor can Europe, by 
the blockade, he added, unless ca- 
tastrophic crop failures should oc- 
cur. 

“England stands waiting for any 
invasion,” he concluded. “Our 
health is excellent. For instance, 
diphtheria cases dropped from 600,- 
000 to 40,000 last year. We are 
armed and arming. England is 
ready to defend the democraic way 
of life.”

She Says She Is Grateful They 
Stood Together to Gain 
Things for Better Life. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP).—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt told strikers 
of the Leviton Manufacturing Co. 
yesterday that she was personally 
grateful that they had “stood to- 
gether to gain things that will 
make life better for your group as 
a whole.” 

The strikers, members of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electri- 
cal Workers -(AFL), packed a 
Brooklyn meeting hall and over- 
flowed into the streets to hear the 
President’s wife. The union esti- 
mated the crowd at between 1400 
and 1700 and said practically every 
striker came, except six who re- 
mained in the picket line.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 
HE nomination of John G. 


Winant to be American Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain was sent 
to the Senate today. An explana- 
tion of this appointment is in 
order. It throws interesting light 
on the trend of thought at the 
White House, 
Winant was the President’s man, 


chosen in the face of unusually 
determined opposition at the State 
Department. The clew to the Pres- 
ident’s insistence on Winant is to 
be found in Winant’s close associ- 
ation with the labor movement, as 
assistant director of the Interna- 
tional Labor Office at Geneva in 
1935, and as director from 1939 on- 
wards. The accent is on labor at 
the White House, both for domes- 
tic and British consumption, and 
Winant is being sent to London as 
a friend of labor, if not a labor 
representative. 

Winant’s appointment is of a 
piece with the elevation of Sidney 
Hillman to associate directorship 
of the defense effort. It ties up 
neatly, for whereas William S. 
Knudsen, the industrialist, is first, 
and Hillman is second in the OPM, 
at the London Embassy Winant 
will be first and a business man 
minister, now expected to be Aver- 
ell Harriman, will be second. La- 
bor leaders here were consulted 
before Winant was named. Fur- 
thermore, the President is authori- 
tatively understood to have been 
much influenced by intimations 
from London that Winant’s ap- 
pointment would be .extremely 
agreeable to the British labor lead- 
ers. In the course of his work at 
Geneva, Winant became particular- 
ly intimate .with the famous Brit- 
ish Minister of Labor, Ernest 
Bevin, and the New Dealers here 
hopefully anticipate that having a 
crony at the American Embassy 
will strengthen Bevin’s hand in 
British politics. 

Bevin seems, in truth, to be be- 
coming a major pro-occupation of 
the President and the New Deal 
group in the administration. When 
Lord Halifax was made British 
Ambassador to this country, the 
White House made little secret of 
a disappointment which now ap- 
pears to be forgotten. And at that 
time Bevin was frankly mentioned 
by persons extremely close to the 
President as the man who would 
have had the most enthusiastic re- 
ception. 


Cohen Goes Along? 


F course, Winant’s labor affili- 
()ations were not the only rea- 

sons for his appointment. He 
is a high-principled, personable and 
industrious man, with a manner 
soméwhat picturesquely homespun. 
Born in New York of modestly 
prosperous parents, he was educat- 
ed at St. Paul’s School and Prince- 
ton, married a charming wife with 
a substantial fortune, and returned 
to his old school to teach. St. 


Paul’s is at Concord, N. H. He

He is, in fact, a good man with 
a record. Moreover, he is a 
firm believer in the wisdom of the

real meaning of Munich when Mu- 
nich occurred, and then began to 
urge American rearmament in the 
air. Unfortunately, he is also gen- 
erally acknowledged to be a poor 
administrator, an incurable. holder 
of conferences, ‘and an exceedingly 
slow thinker. For these reasons, and 
possibly because some deubted 
whether a man partly chosen to 
please the British Labor. party 
would command the confidence of 
Winston Churchill, the State De- 
partment’s opposition to Winant 
was remarkably strong. The objec- 
tions from the department caused 
the long delay in making Winant’s 
appointment official. They were 
probably also responsible, at least 
in part, for the choice of a Minis- 
ter to work with and supplement 
the new Ambassador. In addition, 
Winant himself has invited Benja- 
min V. Cohen, one of the most bril- 
liant men in Washington, to ac- 
company him to London as legal 
adviser. 


Bullitt First Choice. 


HEN the search for a succes- 
W sor to Joseph P. Kennedy first 

began, the specifications for 
the idea’ man were rather exactly 
laid down. He was to be an indi- 
vidual of standing, quick sympathy 
and strong intelligence. He was to 
be able to spend an hour or 80 ev- 
ery other evening with Winston 
Churchill, and to transmit the 
British leader’s hopes and fears, 
needs and purposes hot to the 
White House. In short, in his sole 
person, he was to be the British- 
American liaison which is now so 
sadly lacking. 

The President may feel the need 
of such a liaison less than many 
other people, since he and Churchill 
are understood to have resumed 
their man-to-man talks on the 
trans-Atlantic telephone, Certainly 
Winant is not the most likely liai- 
son officer. With the aid of Cohen 
or another equally able man 
Winant may well perform with suc- 
cess the incredibly difficult task 
ahead of him. Yet one cannot help 
regretting that the virulence of of- 
fice politics at the State Depart- 
ment, and his enemies’ habit of. 
stopping at nothing, made William 
C. Bullitt unwilling to take the 
London post when it was first of- 
fered to him.

pertinent. Salted peanuts and pea- 
nut candies have become favorites 
everywhere, from the circus 
grounds to the bridge tables. And 
now peanuts also have found their 
way into the kitchen, in many 
kinds of cooked dishes and baked 
products. 

The peanut really is a legume 
like the pea, from which it gets the 
first part of its name. Unlike oth- 
er legumes, the peanut plant bears 
long shoots or “pegs.” These pegs 
burrow underground and there the 
pods grow on the end of the pegs. 
Each pod contains one, two or 
three delicious kernels. These ker- 
nels are so much like nuts that 
they can be used the same way as 
walnuts, pecans or almonds. Yet 
they also have the characteristics

Peanut butter, one of the best 
known sandwich spreads, is a rath- 
er new product. At least, grand- 
mother never carried a peanut but- 
ter sandwich to school for lunch as 
children do today. 

A good share of the peanut crop 
each year is made into peanut but- 
ter by commercial concerns.

The writer goes on to say that 
this failure to grasp realities has 
been “most tragically revealed” in 
the worsening of Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations. It was not until the 
termination of the Japanese-Ameri- 
can trade treaty, in 1939, that the 
Japanese people for the first time 
came to the abrupt and bewildering 
realization that the United States 
was neither indifferent nor sympa- 
thetic to their Campaign in China. 
They regarded this sudden “change” 
in the American attitude as evi- 
dence of American fickleness and 
insincerity. 

For nearly four years, the Jap- 
anese army has been biundering 
across China in as ruthless and 
imperialistic a campaign of con- 
quest as ever an army embarked 
on. If there was any doubt of the 
imperialistic nature of this war, 
it was dispelled by the humiliating 
accord signed by Wang Ching-wei 
at Nanking last November. Yet to 
the average Japanese, the treaty 
with Nanking is a model of Jap- 
anese generosity and proof of 
Japan’s intention to treat China 


as a brother and an equal. 


Japan is a unique psychopathic 
case among nations. Frustrated on 
all sides, it finds escape in fatal- 
ism. The Japanese are a proud 
people and refuse to admit defeat. 
And remember that hara-kiri is an 
honorable death in Japan. The 
Japanese will probably go on until 
they get what they want or suffer 
national immolation in the attempt. 
They've passed the buck to des- 
tiny, so their conscience is clear.

DIAGNOSIS: A generation ago 
medical schools used to teach that 
syphilis is hereditary. It was even 
in our medical] textbooks. But we 
know now that they were wrong, 
so our medical schools definitely 
teach the younger men that syph- 
flis is not inherited. “Then how 
do you account for the fact that 
a baby may be born with a full 
blown case of this disease?” some-

Old 
cases of syphilis are termed the third stage, wherein the dis- 
ease is not likely to be dangerous to others.

THE GERMS THEN are in the blood stream and possibly 
the nervous system, but are not on the surface of the body 
where they can contaminate innocent persons. Syphilis can be 
cured, so don’t delay getting adequate’ medical ‘treatment. It 
usually requires at least a year of regular treatments, however, 
so don't think this is a trivial allment. Syphilis and gonorrhea 
are separate and very different germ diseases. You can have 
one and not the other, but it is also possible to have both. 
Don't become panicky or prudish over these ailments, They

Each one is over-sub- 
scribed. .And there are long wait- 
ing lists of eager travelers who 
don’t wish anyone any harm, but 
if some subscriber drops dead— 

Of all the trans-Atlantic liners 
that once carried American coun- 
trymen, their culture, their cock- 
tails and their cash to the far 
reaches of the globe, only the 
Kungsholm, under Swedish regis- 
try, is in service this winter. Many 
cruise ships are in active war 
service. Others, like the French 
liner Champlain, have been sunk. 

The blue, blue Mediterranean was 
always a favorite cruise spot of 
middle-aged Americans at this sea- 
gon of the year. .Proof that the 
American tourist has a single-track 
mind impervious even to war is con- 
tained in letters received by three 
travel agencies requesting litera- 
ture on Mediterranean cruises this 
winter.

Compress for 
Sore Throat

N these days of colds and sore 
| tnroats it is well to rémember 

the compress. It may give more 
relief than medicines. It can be 
arranged and applied in any home 
and cannot possibly do any harm. 

For a sore throat, laryngitis, or 
tonsillitis, the relief is almost in- 
stantaneous. The throat compress, 
however, is usually put on the 
wrong way. If simply wrapped 
around the throat from front to 
back, it does not reach the place 
that is sore. It should be applied 
so that the ends meet over the 
top of the head, from under the 
chin. 

Prepare two strips of cloth three 
inches wide and long enough to 
reach from one ear to the other, 
and a strip of flannel three and a 
half inches wide, long enough to 
go under the chin and over the top 
of the head. Wring the two cloth 
strips out of water at a tempera- 
ture of 60 degrees. Place them on 
the throat, extending from the tip 
of one ear to the other, and place 
the flannel gloth over them to keep 
them in place, bringing it over 
the top of the head and pinning it 
in plage, This is allowed to remain 
an hour, then another is put on. 


THE WATER CAN be colder or 
ehotter if it feels better that way 
but a temperature of 60 is about 
right. 

Nobody knows quite why this 
does so much good. The same sort 
of thing used on the abdomen—the 
Preissnitz bandage—is a remark- 
able remedy. It will relieve spasm 
or galistone attacks almost as 
promptly as an opiate. The usual 
explanation is that it furnishes 
counter-irritation. The sensory 
nerves of the skin over a sore spot 
are soothed and perhaps through 
nerve endings going to the cord, 
there is an additional blood ex- 
change made at the point of in- 
flammation. Such ig the explana- 
tion given for the undoubtedly 
good effects of mustard plasters, 
hot water bags, etc. 

' ‘The chest compress is useful 
in pleurisy and pneumonia. The 
shape of the chest compress should 
be that of the pneumonia jacket. 
It should go around the chest and

ders so that they can be pinned 
and hold the jacket in place, Aft- 
er being adjusted, it looks very 
much like a sleeveless sweater. 
Two or three pieces of linen or 
cotton are cut in the same shape 
and wrung out of water, again at 
60, put around the chest, and 
changed about every half hour un- 
less the patient is asleep. Before 
removing the old one the new one 
should be made ready so as not to 
expose the patient too much.

Improving the Bust-line -O- By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


This is the fifth of a series of ar- 
ticles by Dr. MacFadyen on Improv- 
ing the Figure. 


ODAY’S fashions so accentuate 

the importance of a good bust- 

line that most girls are very 
much concerned when they fall 
short of perfection in this regard. 
We might say right here that mas- 
sage and medicines are useless and 
potentially dangerous, for the pur- 
pose of reducing or increasing the 
bust measurement. - 

In reducing a large bust measure- 
ment, a diet to get rid of extra 
poundage is the best and safest bet. 
Weight should be lost very slowly, 
however, to avoid undue flabbiness 
of the tissues. If you have a larger 
than average bust measurement, 
don’t make the mistake of slump- 
ing, in an effort to balance the fig- 
ure. Letting the chest sag in this 
way gives an unattractive curve to 
the shoulders and upper part of 
the spine. 7 

A small bust measurement may 
usually be increased by a gain in 
weight, and this ig advisable if the

developed by exercise, it may be 
given a better line by building up 
the underlying chest muscles and 
increasing chest expansion. Stand- 
ing correctly, with the chest raised, 
also is an improvement over the

My Neighbor Says:

West opened the heart eight. 
East won, and returned his highest 
remaining heart. The 10 lost to 
the jack, and the ace and nine 
were cashed, East discarding the 
deuce of diamonds and South the 
three of spades. At this point the 
irresistible impulse of all but ex- 
perte«players would be to cash the 
remaining heart. West, however, 
was too farsighted for that error. 
He realized that there was a dis- 
tinct chance that East would have 
trouble in guarding both of the 
black suits and that if he (West) 
were to force another discard from 
East, the latter might well have 
to let go another diamond, which 
might be his last. Since the dia- 
mond ace was a sure entry, there 
was no hurry about cashing the 
fifth heart. Declarer hardly could 
hold the K-J of club and the jack 
of spades, because East had sig- 
naled that he had nothing in dia- 
monds. Surely, with only the heart 
king and no stopper in spades or 
clubs, East would not have dreamed 
of leaving in the double; 

West therefore shifted to a spade 
and declarer could take no more 
than six tricks. When the spades 
failed to break, declarer tried the . 
club suit, but this also was stopped, 
and, finally, two diamond tricks 
had to be given the defenders, 

Had West cashed his fifth heart 
it would have ruined the defense, 
East would have to let go his re- 
maining diamond to protect the 
black suits. Declarer could run off 
the top spades and throw Hast on 
lead with the fourth round. East 
then would be forced to return a 
club, giving declarer four club 
tricks.

handkerchiefs are adequate both 


ifor ordinary use and to meet the 


emergency requirements of pro- 
tracted colds, and that he has socks 
in abundance for formal and in- 
formal wear. 

He should make sure that his 
son’s chest of drawers is 
with soft shirts of variegated hues, 
clean stiff shirts and stiff collars, 
faultless pajamas of attractive de- 
sign and athletic underwear that 
appeals to the lively taste of youth. 

He should satisfy himself that 
his son is well stocked with talcum 
powder, after-shaving lotion, tooth 
paste, hair tonic, whisk broom, 
nail file, belts, suspenders, bedroom 
slippers, dressing gown, sweaters, 
woolen mufflers for warmth and 
silk mufflers for dress and a com- 
prehensive assortment of collar 
buttons, shirt studs and cuff links. 

Periodically he should inquire of 
his son if there is anything on 
earth he wants and hasn’t got. If 
the son should make suggestions, 
the father should take note of the
